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Our  readers  will  remember  that  cm  the 
26th  of  List  August  there  arrived  here  a 
party  of  gentlemen  representing  the 
National  Association  of  Manufacturers 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  These 
gentlemen,  as  was  then  stated,  came  for 
tlie  purpose  of  seeing  the  industries  of 
Brazil  and  of  holding  intercourse  with 
the  business  men  of  the  country  in  order 
to  inform  themselves  of  the  conditions 
of  trade  with  a  view  to  promoting  the 
development  of  commercial  relations  be- 
tween the  two  nations. 

In  a  publication  recently  issued  by  the 
Bureau  of  Publicity  of  the  National  As- 
sociation they  make  known  the  impres- 
sions they  received  during  their  short 
visit. 

Under  the  circumstances  those  impres- 
sions could  not  fail  to  be  favorable.  The 
judicious  action  taken  by  the  United 
States  minister,  Mr.  Thompson,  whose 
cooperation  had  been  solicited,  assured 
them  not  only  a  cordial  reception  but 
also  all  the  requisite  facilities  for  the 
successful  accomplishment  of  their  ob- 
jects, as  far  as  it  was  possible,  during 
the  limited  time  at  their  disposal,  to  sur- 
mount the  numerous  obstacles  to  such 
an  undertaking.  The  federal  govern- 
ment, the  presidents  of  the  States  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  Mtnas  Geraes  and  S.  Paulo, 
the  Associacao  Commercial  of  this  citv, 
the  press  and,  through  the  press,  the 
commercial  community  and  the  general 
public  were  duly  apprised  of  the  date  at 
which  the  visitors  were  expected  to  ar- 
rive and  of  the  nature  and  scope  of  their 
mission .  so  that  when  these  visitors 
reached  Riode  Janeiro  they  found  that  the 
most  careful  and  thorough  preparations 
had  been  made   for  their  comfort   and 


entertainment  and  for  efficiently  aiding 
them  in  the  useful  work  which  they  had 
come  to  perform. 

Mr.  Thompson  went  on  board  to  wel- 
come them  011  their  arrival,  gave  them  a 
reception,  at  which  prominent  business 
men  were  invited  to  meet  them,  at  the 
legation,  accompanied  them  when  they 
called  on  the  president  of  the  republic, 
his  ministers  and  the  president  of  the 
State  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  placed  at  their 
disposal  a  large  amount  of  statistical  and 
other  valuable  information  which  he  had 
with  much  labor  collected  and  did  eve- 
rything else  that  could  be  suggested  by 
the  most  thoughtful  and  anxious  interest 
in  their  comfort  and  in  the  success  of 
their  mission. 

Such  action  produced  the  natural  and 
desired  result,  and  Mr.  Harper,  the  se- 
cretary of  the  commission,  says  in  his 
report  that  their  visit  to  Brazil  was  most 
delightful  and  instructive  and  that  the 
facilities  offered  to  them  were  such  as 
could  have  only  been  produced  by  per- 
fect cooperation  on  the  part  of  federal 
and  State  authorities  and  of  municipal 
and  commercial  organizations.  Business 
men.  he  states,  were  generous  in  their 
offers  of  entertainment  and  of  opportu- 
nities for  the  visitors  to  become  acquain- 
ted with  the  way  in  which  trade  be- 
tween the  twocoun  tries  can  be  developed. 

In  thus  expressing  himself  Mr.  Har- 
per apparently  gives  voice  to  the  general 
feeling  of  the  whole  party,  and  Mr. 
Search,  the  president  of  the  Association, 
who  doubtless  had  an  opportunity-  to 
converse  with  all  those  gentlemen  after 
their  return  to  the  United  States,  speaks 
enthusiastically  of  the  unbounded  hos- 
pitality with  which  they  were  welco- 
med and  of  the  eagerness  displayed  in 
assisting  them  to  accomplish '  their 
objects. 

Accordingly,  although  want  of  time 
and  oilier  untoward  circumstances  pre- 
vented the  complete  execution  of  the 
programme  carefully  organized  by  Mr. 
Thompson,  they  were  aide  to  obtain 
much  useful  information,  which,  toge- 
ther with  many  valuable  suggestions,  is 
embodied  in  Mr.  Harper's  report,  in  the 
accompanying  observations  of  other 
members  of  the  commission  and  in  the 
introduction  with  which  Mr.  Search 
prefaces  the  report  and  observations. 

Of  the  suggestions  made  in  regard  to 
the  best  means  of  promoting  the  develop- 
ment of  trade  we  shall  endeavor  to  give 
our  readers  an  account  iu  a  future 
article.

By  order  of  the  chief  of  police  Dr.  Rarros

The  reason  alleged  bv  the  police 
authorities  for  wishing  to  obtain  possession  of 
this  document  is  that  they  desire  to  use  it  iu 
investigating  the  matter. 

«His  Excellency, 11  says  the  delegate  in  his 
report,  11  informed  me  that  he  could  not  give 
me  the  document,  which  would  remain  in  his 
own  possession. 

"  On  my  asking  him  whether  the  document 
contained  Your  Excellency's  signature  or  that 
of  any  of  the  police  authorities  he  answered 
that  it  was  merely  a  slip  of  paper,  stamped  by 
the  police,  without  any  signature,  and  that  his 
house  and  that  of  another  person  were  mentio- 
ned therein. 

"The  vice-president  of  the  republic  then 
referred  to  a  man  who  was  constantly  observed 
111  front  of  his  house  not  only  by  himself  and 
family  but  also  by  visitors. 

«I  asked  for  a  description  of  this  person, 
which  His  Excellency  refused  lo  give  me, 
declaring  that  he  was  not  an  informer.,.
